Refugio Silvas i> 
tw enty-three years old, and an American, 
lie killed a man nam ed M cIntyre in this 
city last year. Francisco M artinez is forty- 
three years of age, and a Mexican, and 
killed and robbed an old m an in the sage­ 
brush live miles from here last fall. Since 
their sentence, Sherill'G ard has kept a strict 
watch upon them , and for the past few 
days a death watch has been kept, and the 
utm ost vigilance used to prevent a rescue 
or a suicide. 
Every preparation for the 
execution lias been concluded, and the gal­ 
lows is ready in the yard of the jail 011 
Spring street. A large canvas will surround 
the gallows, so that "the hanging can not be 
seen from the surrounding bills and high 
buildings. 
Doth prisoners passed a good 
night and eat a hearty breakfast this m orn­ 
ing. and showed no signs of shrinking. 
Silvas persists in his innocence, and wanted 
to state so 
011 the scaffold, but the good 
priest requested him not to. T he gallows 
is so arranged that both prisoners will drop 
at once. 
.lust before the hour for the ex­ 
ecution, Silvas was taken before Judge 
Cheney on a writ of habeas corpus. 
¡SECOND DISPATCH.! 
Los A ngeles, March 20th.—'The writ ,»t 
habeas corpus in the Silva case was granted 
by petition of his wife. Judge Cheney re­ 
fused to perm it any of the proceedings, and 
rem anded the prisoner to the custody el 
the Sheriff. [THIRD DISPATCH. 1 
Los A xgei.es, March 20th.—At 
o'clock 
and (5 m inutes the trap fell, and Silvas and 
Martinez were launched 
into 
eternity. 
They both bore them selves bravely to the 
end, and in a speech thanked the Sheriff 
for his kindness. Doth bodies bounded up a 
few inches, and then turned round—M ar­ 
tinez very rapidly. The bodies then swayed 
backward, and in a few m inutes rem ained 
motionless. 
M artinez's legs tw itched con­ 
siderably, and were drawn up an inch or 
more three times. Silvas’ lim bs rem ained 
about motionless. 
Life was pronounced 
extinct in both cases in thirteen m inutes.

S a x F r a n c isc o , M arch 20th.—Steve Jones, 
the negro m urderer, was hanged here to­ 
day at 12:30 p. m. T he crim e for w hich he 
paid the penalty of his life was the m urder, 
on Ju n e G, 1883, of M ary Agnes Riley 
(w hite), his m istress. There were about 
Í50 spectators present. Twelve m inutes 
after the drop fell lile was pronounced ex­ 
tinct. 
Mediical exam ination showed th a t 
the neck had been broken, though not in 
such a m anner as to cause instant loss of 
power to the muscles, w hich is usually the 
case in perfect executions.

San F rancisco, M arch 20th.—'The Pacific

of 'h e agents together that they m ight dis­ 
cuss certain questions relating to advertis­ 
ing and commissions, concerning which 
there has been considerable com plaint of 
late. Une of the com plaints relating to 
advertising was made with reference to an 
agent stationed in Oakland, who has been 
advertising an excursion party to the Jiast; 
but w ithout stating when it would start, 
and, in fact, leaving the m atter in a some­ 
w hat indefinite shape. 
As tlii*3 was consid­ 
ered an irregular mode, of advertising, and 
interfered with the business of the other 
roads bv causing persons to w ithhold their 
patronage in the hope of obtaining excur­ 
sion tickets, it was condemned by the asso­ 
ciation, and steps were taken to remedy 
this and other irregularities in the m atter 
of advertising.

we asked many questions and did much 
staring. The great cocoa-nut palms, with 
leaves full twenty feet long; the little 
banana trees, groaning under great clus­ 
ters of fruit, and proudly displaying grace­ 
ful leaves a foot wide 
were enough of themselves to inspire one 
w ith wonder. 
I5ut when we add a variety 
of feathered songsters of great brilliancy 
and lieauty, such as are never seen in our 
northern homes; immense lizards three 
and four feet long; Ihir snakes that could 
kill and crush a man as easily as a man 
could kill a peew it; chattering monkeys ; 
im uense alligators; wild cats, tigers and 
hyenas that are to be met within five miles 
of the line of civilization—when we con­ 
sider these, the interest deepens. 
THE INHABITANTS.

HINTS ABOl'T THE HOME. 
Hearths of gray marble may he cleaned 
hv rubbing them with linseed oil. 
To keep the lamps from smoking, dip 
the wick in strong hot vinegar. 
Dr}- it 
before putting it in the lamp. 
Carpets, when a thin layer of hard-wood 
sawdust that has been well dumped with a 
solution of common salt is thoroughly 
brushed off are found to have their fresh­ 
ness greatly restored. 
Old frames can be ebonized in the fol­ 
lowing m anner: 
Scrape the old gilt off 
the frames, rub them with a piece of .-and 
paper, and then paint them well over with 
Muck japan varnish, or, if that is not to he 
had, with Brunswick black. 
To make invisible ink, take linseed oil, 
1 part; water of ammonia, 20 parts; pure 
water, 100 parts. 
Mix thoroughly and 
shake well before using. 
To make the 
writing appear, dip the paper in water. 
The characters fade as the paper dries. 
This is how a fine cake is made without 
the much-desired egg ingredient: Take 
one and one-half cups brown sugar, one- 
half cup butter, one cup sour milk, two 
and a half cups flour, one cup chopped 
raisins well floured, one tablcspoonful cin­ 
namon, one nutmeg, one teaspoonful soda. 
Bronze may he renovated and roeolored 
by the use of a mixture of one part of 
muriatic acid with two parts of water. 
After the article is freed from all grease 
and dirt, the diluted acid is carefully ap­ 
plied with a cloth. 
When the solution is 
dry, the article is well polished with fine 
olive oil. 
A varnish has been patented in Germany 
for foundry patterns and machinery which 
it is claimed dries as soon as put on and 
gives patterns a smooth surface, thus in­ 
suring an easy slip out of the mold. 
It 
also prevents the pattern from warping, 
shrinking or swelling, and is quite imper- 
viojis to moisture. 
The New York 
Oammerelul Adreyliter 
gives this recipe for a nice om elette: Beat 
two eggs very light, add a cup of milk, two 
tablespoonsful of 
finely-chopped boiled 
ham, a heaping teaspoonful of onion and 
one of parsley, both minced. 
Mix well 
and pour into a hot frying pan in which a 
piece of butter has been melted and let it 
fry a delicate brown. 
A decided improvement on the old- 
fashioned bibs for children is made of a 
towel. 
Take t towel long enough to cut 
two bilis, cut it in half and hollow out for 
the neck at the top. 
If you take an all­ 
white towel you can work a fancy border 
in colored worsteds, hut he careful not to 
get the towels too wide, or the bib will al­ 
ways be over the hands. 
Bind the neck 
with white tape and catstiteh with color. 
Window or mantel lambrequins in crazy 
work are very attractive. When little bits 
of silk, satin or velvet are placed together 
with buttonholing or eat stitching down 
the edges with parti-colored silk, and then 
embroidering designs of birds, grasses, 
leaves or flowers in gold or silver thread 
in outline stitch are worked upon them, 
they are extremely pretty. 
Lovely sofa 
pillows, chair cushions and toilet cushions 
arc made in mosaic work, with the most 
dainty pieces cut very small. 
Care should 
lie taken to fit these nicely. 
A new device 
in fire screens Is a silk banner, with the 
family coat of arms and motto embroidered 
on it, hung on a brass bracket with three 
arms, to the mantel shelf, so that it can he 
moved in different directions.

“ W ould you recommend th at for a per­ 
son of slight physique?” asked the re­ 
porter, w ith a glance at the doctor’s stal­ 
wart figure.

T his is the test of 
common sense and medical science. 
Ifyou 
rem ain blue and cold after a bath don’t 
take it again w hile in the same s ta te of 
health. 
If, 011 the other baud, your sys­ 
tem reacts, the effect is entirely beneficial. 
Ify o u pin me down to generalization, I 
should say the tepid hath is most beneficial 
to the m ajority of the people. 
The hot 
should never he taken in one’s house.” 
W hen handed a long newspaper clipping 
in w hich it was laboriously proven that the 
curse of this age was a too free use of soap 
and water, the people of the tem perate re­ 
gions growing weak and short-lived under 
its application, w hile the natives of the 
north lived to a good old age, encased in 
d irt and train oil, the doctor characterized 
it as “ an elaborate argum ent built upon 
false premises.”

“ A person should wash once a day,” he 
continued, “ w ith soap; for w ithout soap 
the skin will shed w ater like the plumage 
of a dnek.

HIGH PRICES FOR ENTERTAINMENTS. 


Whoever lias given any serious thought 
to the subject, or has exercised the ordi­ 
nary powers of observation, must have lieen 
convinced that the day for high-priced en­ 
tertainments has gone by in California. 
It is a wise economy'of human nature that 
those gifted in mimetic art, iti letters, 
dramatic powers, in song and poetry, and 
are qualified in science and in art, should 
entertain and instruct others gathered in 
groups. The laws are no longer read to 
the people; the decrees of government arc 
no longer proclaimed by appointed mes­ 
sengers before the listening multitudes. 
The press usurps the place of the herald 
and the laws are declared binding upon 
men by the presumption of tlicir knowl­ 
edge of their passage. The three planes 
remaining, from which the people are yet 
vocally addressed, aie 
the stage, the 
rostrum and the pulpit. 
When these, or 
either of them, arc occupied for merely 
speculative purjioses, a harrier to their 
usefulness is erected. 
That the degrada­ 
tion of the stage in modern days is most 
largely due to the speculative rivalry 
among managers, i- not to be questioned. 
A measure of it is chargeable to the pre­ 
tentions of incompetents to shine as stars, 
and the suliordination by them of the 
stock-actor class. 
These tv^o factors have, 
by natural decadence, dragged the stage to 
the lower levels of viciousness, and made 
it pander to vulgar tastes and animal 
desire. 
As a result, where great rivalry in 
vice exists, the price for the service of 
those who most degrade themselves to 
please a depraved taste has advanced. 
A 
woman 
who is gifted 
with 
beauty, 
sacrifices modesty upon the stage only 
for a round sum, and the manager who ca­ 
ters to a low taste demands a fat fee to 
cover the risk he takes in large investment 
in the spectacular and sensational? 
It fol­ 
lows that 
the arotisonicnt-loving puh- 
it least in California—is taxed iieav- 


bones 
and 
raw head 
oath 
not to 
litter a note or strike a key for less 
than a dollar, she adhered to her unholy 
contract and entertained empty benches, 
and struggled with debt as a consequence. 
That aristocracy among artists should ex­ 
ist, the measure of blue hood in which is 
to he taken hv the size of the admission 
fee rather than the judgment of a dis­ 
criminating public, seems so absurd as to 
excite feelings of animosity toward the 
whole musical fraternity. 
Yet it is true 
that these people are divided by the caste 
which distinguishes a fifty cent coin from 
a round dollar. 
Very much the same 
false pride and objectionable conspiring, 
exists among lecturers, and is all the more 
reprehensible since they address the in­ 
tellect only. 
The singularity of the whole 
m atter is that these “preachers” to the mu­ 
sical sense, dramatic sympathy, and the in­ 
tellectual part, almost invariably become 
plebians 
in 
these 
arts 
so 
soon 
as 
they 
get 
Iieyond 
Salt 
Lake, 
city, going eastward. Strange as it may 
seem, they experience no sense of degrada­ 
tion in playing, singing or lecturing to 
Chicago audiences for from ten to seventy- 
five cents per head, while in California 
they would not condescend to open their 
precious lips for less than *1 25 to So per 
person present to hear them. 
California 
has long enough been iieeced ; the wall of 
exclusion that has been erected about pub­ 
lic entertainments must be broken down. 
Eastern singers and home pretenders must 
no longer be perm itted to cart off our earn­ 
ings at the high rates of an extravagant 
pioneer era, long since passed into history. 
The public should rigidly “ sit down” 
upon the whole long line of 5-1 perform­ 
ances, and firmly retain the seat. 
We do 
not anticipate denial when we aver that 
no entertainment can be “ got u p ” in Cal­ 
ifornia or imported from abroad, worth an 
American dollar as an admission fee. 
If 
the great lights of song and mirth and 
science and art and scholarship will not 
appear except on the dollar terms, let the 
public and the press accept the situation 
and content itself by refusal to patronize 
them, for as surely as the equalizing process 
lietween the East and West goes on, 
just as certainly will these high-priced 
articles in that line be offered to the public 
at fair valuation. 
The people demand en­ 
tertainment, and it will be furnished. The 
cheap places of amusement are already 
driving thorns into the flesh of the aristo­ 
crats of the stage. 
The days of high- 
priced opera and the extortions of stars in 
the drama and great lights upon the ros­ 
trum are gone forever. The Eastern man­ 
ager is finding out that the golden goose of 
California is rutllingits feathers and refusing 
to yield the tithes. 
We shall have public 
amusement in plenty, but will pay the 
fiddler according to our ability and desire, 
rather than according to his exaggerated 
notions of his worth. 
If Eastern actors 
and singers and local lights prefer empty 
benches and “ papered” houses, that isa 
matter of their own concern, but lie is 
blind who cannot see that the California 
public is becoming every day more rebel­ 
lious toward their masters of entertain­ 
ment. 
Theatricals, concerts and lecture 
course; have proven miserable financial 
failures in California for the past two 
years, as a whole, and the reason is per­ 
fectly clear—the public refuses to Is? longer 
plucked.

A very important convention is to be 
held at Los Angeles to-day. 
It is to 
be an aggressive body; but its energies 
are not to be directed against men. In 
this case they are aimed at the insect 
world, or so much of it as, by natural dis­ 
pensation, works injury to the product of 
the soil upon which man independent. 
We have our own theory regarding fruit 
insect pests—that they are rebukes by na­ 
ture to the greed, negligence and self- 
suffieicmoy of man, not to say his slovenli­ 
ness, and are visited for the sins of the sin­ 
ful iqwin guilty and innocent alike. For 
bv such processes only can nature work 
out the great reform- that are antidotes for 
her poisons. 
But be that as it may, the 
people of the Los Angeles sect ion arc sadl v 
afflicted with insect pests destructive of 
fruit. The growers have become convinced 
that it is a simple issue between the in­ 
sects and them for existence. 
In such a 
struggle the wisdom and power of man 
should prevail. 
But it does not always do 
so. 
The marvelous multiplication of in- 
seet life, the hidden wombs of its repro­ 
duction, its astonishing ¡lower of devas­

It is gratifying to know that the people 
of Sacramento have proved responsive to 
the appeals made to them to manifest their 
approval of the schemes of the Museum 
Association, by making the Loan Exhibi­ 
tion a success. 
It is not too much to ex­ 
pect that the Association will lie early 
able to materially aid the incoming tide 
of immigration. 
It can render great 
service to the Northern California Immi­ 
gration Association, and the sooner it is 
enabled to begin the arrangement of ex­ 
hibits of the growth of the State, its pro­ 
ducts, minerals, woods, soils, flora, geology, 
waters, etc., the better lor the whole coun­ 
try. It is the twin sister and helper of the 
Immigration Society, hut has a local value 
besides, in that its aim is also to gather 
in time a collection exceeding varied in 
character and addressing art perceptions, 
scientific tastes, the love of the strange and 
old and m atter suggestive to the business 
sense. Added to this is the possibility of 
its use as a school for cultivating a t:iste 
for art. 
The success of the Loan Exhibi­ 
tion may be taken as a verdict in favor of 
something entertaining being maintained 
in the Capital city of a broadly public 
character, besides skating rinks, dancing 
clubs and theaters.

act copies of the originals. Regarding 
the Loan Exhibition itself a word is de­ 
manded. 
It is a strangely-gathered mass 
of the curious, useful and useless; of the 
rich, the elcgftnt, the coarse and the beau­ 
tiful of the historic past and the prosaic 
present. Of course it is without classifi­ 
cation. 
It i< thrown together, but it 
must l>e confessed with greater success in 
the m atter of attem pting orderly arrange­ 
ment, than has attended any like effort in 
the State. The chief lesson of tlie exhibi­ 
tion, the one prominent and striking thing 
about it, is the sermon it preaches and the 
truth it enforces regarding the ability of a 
people to accomplish a given end where 
there is unity of purpose and effort, and 
selfishness gives place to broad philan­ 
thropy and public spirit. This people has 
taught 
itself th a t its possibilities are 
greater far than any citizen Iia s heretofore 
snggested. 
We are shown what we can do 
when, as a community, we 
put aside 
jealousies and suspicion, and doubts and 
fears, and unite for the accomplishment of 
an end for the common weal. 
Many hun­ 
dreds of people in the five days last past 
have been gratified, and, in a large degree, 
instructed, by visits to the exhibition. 
<rood luts thus been done in more senses 
than one, and the intellectual and moral 
tone of our city is better to-day for it. 
It 
would seem, therefore, since the Association 
is now secure against probable loss, that 
the exhibition might be kept open some 
days longer. 
Not nearly all have seen it 
who should. Only just now have the peo­ 
ple awakened to a full realization of its 
loftv and satisfying character. 
It will 
be asking a good deal of the working com­ 
mittees to continue on in the arduous 
labors which are superadded to their daily 
duties. But since they have given cause for 
the suggestion of continuance, with what 
grace can they decline? We know of no loan 
exhibition that has closed its doors in five 
days after the opening.

“ TheU nity of Nature,” by the Duke of 
Argyll, is a heavy volume of large, clear 
type irom the press of G. P. Putnam ’s Sons, 
New York, and for sale by A. L. Bancroft 
& 
Co., San 
Francisco." It is scarcely 
necessary to enlarge, as ilic work invites us 
to do, upon this admirable book, already so 
well known to the scientific and philosoph 
ical world of readers. The titled writer 
when ho completed his volume entitled 
’’ The Ueign of Law,” in 1860, and to 
which this volume is the sequel, intended 
to follow the chapter on “ Law in Politics,” 
with a concluding one on “ Law in Chris­ 
tian Theology;” but he soon became con­ 
vinced of the impossibility of treating the 
subject in a single chapter. The Duke 
himself says he found he could not enter 
upon 
the subject without preparatory 
investigations and preparatory arguments 
which it would take volumes to exhaust 
W hat has to be done in the first place, 
therefore, is to establish some method of 
inquiry, and to find some secure avenue of 
approach. Before dealing with any part 
of the theology which is peculiarly Chris­ 
tian, he found that lie must trace the con­ 
nection between the reign of law and the 
ideas which are alike fundamental to all 
religions and inseparable from the facts of 
nature. 
It is to this preliminary work that 
the book before us lias been devoted 
Modern doubt, says he, has called in ques­ 
tion not only the whole subject of inquiry 
but the whole faculties by which it can 
be pursued. 
I' util these have been tested 
and examined by some standard which is 
elementary and acknowledged, we cannot 
even begin the work. And he adds : “ It 
lias appeared to me that 
not a few 
of the problems which lie deepest in this 
inquiry, and which perplex us most, arc 
soluble in the light of the unity of nature. 
Or if these problems are not entirely so­ 
luble in this light, at least they are broken 
up by it, anil are reduced to fewer and 
simpler elements.” His work is an attem pt 
to follow this conception along a few of the 
innumerable paths which it opens up, and 
which radiate from it through all the phe­ 
nomena of the universe, as front an ex- 
haustless center of energy and of suggestion 
From the text of Argyll we quote : “ It 
is the great advantage of these paths that 
they are almost infinite in number and 
equally various in direction. To those who 
walk in them nothing can ever come amiss. 
Every subject of interest, every object of 
wonder, every thought of mystery, every 
obscure analogy, every strange intimation 
of likeness in the midst of difference—the 
whole external and the whole internal 
world—is the province and the property of 
him who seeks to see and to understand the 
unity of nature. 
It is a thought which 
may be pursued in every calling—in the 
busiest hours of an active life, and in the 
calmest moments of rest and reflection. 
And if, in the wanderings of our own 
spirit, and in the 
sins 
and sorrows 
of human life, there are terrible facts 
which resist all classification and all an­ 
alysis, it will be a good result of our 
endeavors to comprehend the unity of 
nature, should it lead us better to see, and 
more 
definitely 
to 
understand, 
those 
features in the character of man which 
constitute the 
great 
exception.”

No. 35—Amending the insurance laws so 
as to place all benevolent associations and 
certain other societies out from under con­ 
trol of Insurance Commissioner. 
The ob­ 
jection apparently to this bill is that its 
broad terms may include insurance com­ 
panies from other States not contemplated. 
No. 312—The bill concerning Court Re­ 
porters’ fees. 
' 
No. 481—Excepting Islais creek from the 
list of navigable streams of the State. 
No. 33—To prohibit the use of opium. 
This lias not been signed, for tlie reason 
tliat it is so prohibitory that it 's doubtful 
whether opium could be used in any medi­ 
cinal preparation unless formally prescribed 
by a physician. 
No. 261—This bill provides for each 
county that may desire holding a fair, and 
appropriates $500 for each of such fairs. It 
is stated that, if all the counties desired to 
avail themselves of its provisions,should it 
become a law, it would require something 
like 400 appointments by the Governor, 
thus requiring an additional clerk in the 
Executive office. 
No. 7—Relates to the investment of cap­ 
ital stock ot insurance corporations. It 
changes the present law very materially, 
and the question is being debated whether 
the law as it now stands is not safer and 
better. 
As stated, these bills, still in the hands of 
the Executive, are under consideration. 
Their sapproval or diapproval has not yet 
been determined upon. 
Next Monday is 
the last day allowed—the tenth day after 
adjournment of the Legislature (Sundays 
excepted)—in which the Governor may ap­ 
prove bills in bis hands.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


M eeting of 1*01100 C om m issioners. 
Last night tlie Hoard of Police Commis­ 
sioners met in consultation with City At­ 
torney Anderson at his office. The Mayor 
stated that the object oí the meeting and 
consultation was to take decisive steps to­ 
wards inferring the provisions of Section 
330 of the Penal Code, prohibiting faro and 
other games. A list of games now in 
operation, furnished by Collector Putnam 
to the City Attorney, was presented, show­ 
ing the locality and owners of the games, 
as well as the date of the expiration of 
licenses. The licenses for faro dealing have 
all expired, and those for tan games will 
all expire in a few days. It seems that 
some of the licenses are issued for lotteries, 
and that this was never authorized by any 
act of the Trustees. It was the unanimous 
voice of the Commissioners that all games 
prohibited by Section 330 of the Penal Code 
be at once closed, anil that notice be given 
.by the Chief of Police to the owners or con­ 
ductors of games to close tip to-night, under 
penalty of arrest and prosecution. J t was 
also recommended that the Hoard ot Trus­ 
tees he requested to pass an ordinance mak­ 
ing it a misdemeanor to visit any of the in­ 
hibited games. 
Some discussion was indulged in with 
regard to the strange action of jurors in 
cases of this class. This discussion was 
suggested by the action of a jury yesterday 
in acquitting two prostitutes for exhibiting 
themselves on the streets under the pretext 
of a license to sell liquor. It was finally 
determined that the Hoard of Trustees he 
called upon to instruct the City Collector 
not to issue any license for the sale of 
liquor to any one of doubtful character, nor 
to women keeping houses of ill fame, and 
that before the license is issued the City 
Collector consult with the Chief of Police, 
who is most likely to he informed us to the 
character of the applicant. 
Last evening Chief Jackson sent officers 
Frazeeand Rider out to give personal no­ 
tice to proprietors of games that it was their 
last night of immunity from arrest if they 
continued gaming.

Tlie Two Picture* a n d A rt Lice»*?. 
Eds. Kkcord-Uniox : I am not surprised 
that some would-be art critics should at­ 
tack Toby Rosenthal’s great picture of 
“ Constance de Beverley,” now on exhibi­ 
tion here. In every community there are 
those who see serious defects in every work 
of art placed before the public. We well 
remember how the critics of San Francisco 
went fur, and, in their own opinion, 
utterly demolished Geromc's sujierli paint­ 
ing of “ Cleopatra Before Ciesar.” exhib­ 
ited at the Art Association Rooms some ten 
years ago. This last production of Rosen­ 
thal has also been the target fur any amount 
of ailverse criticism and abuse. People 
seem to forget that the man who painted 
the picture, after long years of art study 
and application to his ivork, must possess 
serious kuoAvledge of his subject. They 
too 
often 
ignore 
the 
fact 
that 
every 
figure 
is 
painted 
from 
a 
model, and every pose of every figure 
studied in tlie production of his work: and 
that after three years of patient labor lie 
should produce a picture that would he mi 
fatally defective as these carping critics 
would have us believe, is not reasonable. 
For one, I do not believe it, and maintain 
that the “ awkward" position (so called, of 
the central figure is consistent with the 
poet’s idea of the young woman under the 
circumstances, and aiuid such surround­ 
ings. She ignores tlie lotver position of 
her body ivhile nerving herself for the ter­ 
rible fate she knows is in store for her. 
The artist does not endeavor to depict a 
young lady standing to be admired, or one 
posing for a fashion plate picture; but 
brought to the dreadful tribunal, she has 
every reason to believe will sound her 
death knell, she thinks not of a graceful 
attitude, hut Ave must suppose her mind is 
engaged in something far more serious. 
Another thing; the more one studies the 
position of (.'«instance in the picture, the 
iess aivkward it appears, and no doubt the 
long pointed shoes liave a good deal to do 
Avi tli the seeming lack iff grace in her posi­ 
tion. As to tlie excess of light in tlie fore­ 
ground, I would say that a picture painted 
strictly according to the words of the poem, 
"lighted by single creset,” would indeed 
be a gloomy picture. Some license must 
be alloived the artist, and 1 hold that Rosen­ 
thal has not introduced more light than is 
consistent with a proper rendering ofth e 
scene as depicted by tlie poet. The picture 
Avas on the artist's easel three years, and, 
for one, I am content to believe that with 
his experience, and ali the appliances of 
art at liis command, and the criticisms lie 
was under all the time from A'isiting artists 
to his studio, be would not commit the 
grevious errors his detractors would have 
us believe him guilty of. I agree with 
"Cebes,” that "art is great—but license 
greater.” Tbe superior art shown in this 
picture will endure forever, but the license 
taken in maligning it is greater only in the 
assumption of art knowledge.

MILITARY NOTES. 
G uard M ounting—T h e D ivision E n cam p ­ 
m en t—A m en dm en ts to tlie Codes. 
The guard mount at tlie armory last 
Wednesday evening, by iletails from each 
of the companies of the regiment, devi 1- 
oped the fact that there is need for practice. 
It is too soon to enter into'a criticism of 
the drill, as there has not been much duty 
in this line lately, but there seems to lie a 
determination to understand all these mat­ 
ters thoroughly before the encampment. 
There will be another guard mount in two 
or three weeks, and tlie tactics should be 
studied thoroughly. There is a great deal 
of responsibility resting upon non-com­ 
missioned officers in camp, and they 
should be required by their company com­ 
manders to study their parts, so as to be 
thorough in their duties. 
There was a meeting of officers held in 
San Francisco last Tuesday to discuss camp 
affairs, and it was decided to hold the camp 
at some place«’ct to lie selected, from June 
27th to July 5th inclusive, which makes 
a nine «lays’ encampment. We learn that 
there is a desire to have it held at Sarta 
Cruz, Monterey or San Jose, but the cost of 
transportation may interfere Avitli this pro­ 
gramme. The Presidio at San Francisco is 
talked of also, but at this place it ivould be 
difficult to keep the men in camp, and it is 
a cold, raw place at bes: for men in tents, 
accustomed to our Sacramento climate. 
it is tlie intention of the regimental com­ 
mander to visit Companies 0 and F, at 
Nevada City and Woodland, several times 
before the encampment takes place, so that 
instruction may he hail in the duties they 
avill be ealloii upon to perform. These 
companies are in the hands of veteran offi­ 
cers and av ill not be behind any of the city 
companies. 
T he visit of th e regim ent to the art gal­ 
lery after the drill W ednesday evening was 
a graceful and thoughtful act. It was m uch 
enjoyed by the m en, ivho, w hile feeling 
th a t'th e entertainm en t Avas w orth m uch 
m ore th an the adm ission fee. also felt like 
assisting in a good cause, and in helping 
out th eir friends, Avho have charge ot the 
exhibition, and ivlio have alw ays appreci­ 
ated the N ational G uard in this city. 
The amendments to the Codes relative to 
military affairs makes some important 
changes. 
It reduces the rank of Adjutant- 
General to that of Brigadier-General in­ 
stead of Major-General, at tlie request of 
General Cosliy, and this is as it should be. 
It enables a company to honorably dis­ 
charge a member by a two-thirds vote, 
which must be approved by the regimental 
commander. This is a much needed 
clause, and will he of benefit when a mem­ 
ber is unable t«> attend on account of busi­ 
ness or other causes. Under the old Uiaa' 
there avhs no way to get out except to take 
a dishonorable discharge. Every commis­ 
sioned officer must be examined" hereafter, 
even when re-elected to the same position. 
Target practice can now be held any time 
in September, by regiment or company, in­ 
stead of all being compelled to shoot on tbe 
9th. All companies of the National Guard 
must hereafter have three drills per 
month. The country companies hereto­ 
fore Avere required to drill only once a 
month. There are other changes, but the 
above are the most important. 
Company A. Cant. F. W. Stevens, 
drills at the masked bail to be given on the 
20th, at the Armory. A handsome gold 
medal is to he presented to the company 
on the occasion. The Captain is now very 
fully supplied with medals, honorably 
won, and if tlie boys continue winning 
more, they will have to enlarge their Cap­ 
tain to accommodate the medals. 
At guard mount the other evening, the 
officers of tlie guaril m arched by the 
Officer of the Day in revieAV, ivith arms at 
a right shoulder. Company II, non-com­ 
m issioned officers, failed to appear for in­ 
structions as orderetl Monday evening. 
Judging from the manner in Avhicli the de­ 
tail was brought mi at guard mount, some 
of them need instruction as much as the 
officers of other companies. 
Company E is adopting tbe right course 
in its drills. Night after night sonic squad 
is on the Hoor hard at work drilling, as raw 
recruits should, and if A, 1! and G are not 
on the fjtti vive, it vv ill soon he able to give 
them points and beat them. Tlie ranks 
should be filled up immediately, In order 
that no raw men he taken to camp. If j 
this is doni*, and time faithfully put in on 
the drill tloor, the companies of this ¡-eg- ; 
intent av ill conic out of camp Avitii flying j 
colors.

T he B urns C ase—V erdict o f A cquittal. 
The taking of testimony in the case of 
the People vs. p. M. Burns, charged ivitii 
embezzlement, ivas resumed in I) partment 
One of the Snperh-r Court at 10 \. m. yes­ 
terday. The first witness ealh d was John 
1*. Dunn. He stated what lie knew about 
•lie investigation of the hooks of 1). M. 
Burns, and related conversations that had 
taken place beiAveen himself and Burns 
relative* to the deficiency. He said per­ 
sonally he entertained no unkindly feeling 
towards the defendant, 
J. J. O'Connor ivas recalled and sub­ 
stantiated the statement made by Dunn, 
regarding certain intervioAvs betAveen Dunn 
and Burns, which were held in his presence. 
He admitted having said to Burns «mee 
during the trial that “ defendant's counsel, 
General Hart, ivas too fresh,” 
The ease ivas then closed, so far as testi­ 
mony ivas concerned. 
District Attorney Buckley opened the 
argument for the prosecution, speaking for 
about forty minntis.duriiigwhii-h he made 
a clear review of the evidence, and informed 
tiie jury that in tlie case at issue, if they 
found from the testimony that the defend­ 
ant committed embezzlement by receiving 
8185 from the sale of reports during the 
month of January, and turned tiie money 
in as fees received during December, then a 
verdict of guilty should he rendered. After 
the noon recess General Hart argued the 
case for the defense, making a very able 
address to the jury for tivo hours or more, 
and during his peroration, when he referred 
to Mr. Burns’ family, delicately and 
feelingly, many of the throng filling the 
Conrt-rooni felt their eyes moisten. General 
Carey folioived for the prosecution in a 
forcible and eloquent argument, and about 
5 o’clock requested, as he was not well, that 
tlie Court adjourn and he he alloived to 
conclude when the session ay as resumed. 
Accordingly at. 7 o’clock he took up the 
thread of liis argument and spoke for about 
three-quarters of an hour. Judge Van 
Fleet then charged the jury, and they re­ 
tired. ín about fifteen minutes they re­ 
turned with a verdict oi not guilty. The 
announcement was received with applause, 
which the Court immediately cheeked. It 
it understood that the jury on their first 
ballot stood ten for acquittal and tivo for 
conviction; but the two were not very 
strongly impressed, and a ballot taken im­ 
mediately afterwards resulted in a unani­ 
mous vote for acquittal. 
The ease tried avus but ¡one of the num­ 
ber of indictments founil against Mr. 
Burns, but it was considered by the prose­ 
cution the strongest case, and used as a 
test. The evidence virtually comprehended 
all the cases, though the oiie at issue was 
more particularly argued and the jury in­ 
structed u|ion it. It is probable, therefore, 
that the other cases will he dismissed.

The full crop report from all portions 
of the State, published in these columns 
last week, presented the fact that while 
rain was needed in all sections, no damage 
had thus far resulted from the dry weather, 
and would not for a week or ten days 
longer. 
There was considerable anxiety, 
however, noticeable. 
This has been al­ 
ready somewhat relieved bv timely show­ 
ers in many parts of the State, and with 
the prospects for more at this writing. 
It 
is proverbial that the people of Califor­ 
nia are ever on the watch for a disastrous 
drought, whenever it is not raining, but 
ir e fact that such a drought seldom occurs 
after all, should have more influence than 
it does in allaying fears. 
It is now so 
dry in most places that plowing for sum­ 
mer fallow cannot he done, and many who 
were doingjate plowing for spring sowing 
have bc-eu compelled to defer until sufli-1 
eient rain falls to wet the ground to suita- j 
ble depth. 
The recent north winds have i 
had their usual effect, and left but little j 
moisture near the surface. All tlie weather 
prophets are expecting rain the coming 
week “ on account of the sun crossing tlie 
Equator,” and if these prognostications 
prove correct, it will give great confidence 
that the season will be one of prosperity. 


C A L IF O R N IA P R U N E S . 
In their annual report of California 
dried Iruits and nuts, recently issued, 
George \V. Meade A: Co., of San Francisco, 
say concerning the prune productions of the 
State : The production of over 1,500,000 
pounds of California French prunes m 
1834, as against 250,000 pounds in 1883, 
will show the great increase in this favor­ 
ite industry. 
Unfortunately, 
however, 
with a large crop in France, dull times, 
and tight money East, the usual large or­ 
ders for these goods from our Eastern 
friends have been sadly missed, and at this 
writing we regret to say that a fair portion 
of this stock is still in the hands of pro­ 
ducers, unsold; and we must repeat the 
suggestion made in former years, that until 
our prunes are properly graded by num­ 
bers to the pound, as they are in France, 
we cannot expect, except in the most 
favorable years, to induce the Eastern 
trade to buy largely. 
They will have 
prunes packed in the French style, and 
until we adopt this custom California 
prunes are bound to he taken sparingly 
and under protest. 
French prune graders 
are a very simple and inexpensive con­ 
trivance, but they assort the fruit into 
40, 50, 00, 70, 90 or 100 to the pound, 
and these different sizes 
are 
sold 
at 
prices accordingly. 
In this shape the 
dealer knows exactly what he is buy­ 
ing,

for 1833 approximated 60,000,000 pounds, 
every pound of which, of course, w :l< im­ 
ported from abroad. 
W hile prices for our 
own product have ruled low this year, and 
the demand slow, our growers must not get 
discouraged, for, with thousands of square 
miles in this State adapted to the raising 
of this fruit in its perfection, and with the 
present rati- of increase, the time is not so 
far distant as some may imagine when we 
shall supply the United States with this 
cheap yet palatable and mueh-ealled-for 
table food. 


PLANTING AND WINE-MAKING.

happen to have something new and work 
them as soon as 1 get hom e; provided, 
always, that it is during the spring months. 
This may not be new to professional horti­ 
culturists, but it is convenient for every 
farmer’s boy to know the fact. 
Whether 
the favoring climate of California lias any­ 
thing to do with the success of grafting we 
do not know, but presume there is some­ 
thing in it.— [California Patron. 
CARE OF THE FARM HORSES. 
Now that the heavy spring work of seed­ 
ing the fields has commenced or about to 
begin, due attention should be given to the 
care and handling of the farm teams. The 
first consideration, supposing that plenty 
of good food, bedding and stabling have 
been provided, is the proper fitting of the 
harness. 
The collar should neither be too 
large nor too small, and the bames so 
adjusted that they will not be too tight 
nor too loose at the bottom or at the top. 
If to he worked to the plow or harrow the 
should be let out a few holes, and the 
hack pads let out so that when the tugs are 
tightly drawn they will just gently press 
upon the back, so that the tugs will as- 
1111110 a straight line with the line of 
draught. 
In no case should the back pad 
sustain any considerable part of the weight 
of the load in its draught. 
Many horses 
are injured and often spoiled by oversight 
in the proper adjustment of the harness, 
when used in heavy work. 
In fact, it is

some consideration for the faithful animal 
in misfitted harness in front of the plow 
where the heaviest work is done. 
The 
feeding and care in the stable of work­ 
horses should receive the closest attention. 
They should he fed early enough in the 
morning to allow them ample time to ap­ 
propriate a sufficient quantity of food be­ 
fore being taken to the field. 
They should 
he groomed thoroughly but not harshly, 
and the collars well scraped and cleaned 
before being put on. 
When brought in 
very warm, they should not be allowed to 
drink quite all the water they seem to 
want, hut given more after the meal. 
The 
last thing at night they should be rubbed 
clean and all mud and sweat brushed off. 
This will conduce to their rest and make 
grooming in the morning much lighter. 
W ith proper care there is no cause for sore 
shoulders, sore hacks or sore heels in horses 
on the farm. 
If there is a “ hired m an” 
on the farm who will not properly take 
care of his team, he should he discharged, 
and a new one found.

The rainfall for Scott Valley, Siskiyou county, was tabulated from data furnished 
by C. II. l’vle, of Yreka. Tlie observations were taken by Isaac Letcomh, of Scott 
V a l l e y , on‘the south side of the north range of mountains forming Scott Valley. The 
records run continuously from August, 1859. to December, 1884, u period of twenty-five 
years and live months, and, combined with the data from \r e k a from 1872 to date, 
makes Siskiyou one of the fullest reported counties in the State as to its rainfall record :

ages of all the different kinds and blends 
lie stored therein, and a record of each 
package be kept. 
Thus, when we find a 
failure 
we can 
discard it, and when 
we find a success wo can try it again. 
It would be advisable for each grower to 
plant a small quantity of the many varie­ 
ties, so that their virtues may be tested, 
with small expense to each, and perhaps 
with better result.-, than if tried on a par­ 
ticular plaec with the expense borne by 
the one. 
By this means I think we can 
accomplish as much by the year 1900 as j 
we will in a eentury if we continue selling i 
our grape-s to large wineries, where those 1 
from red, black or sandy soils, bill or valley ¡ 
land, half-ripe, ripe and over-ripe, a r e ; 
crushed and dumped into one tank, and no 
record is kept of them, and the result is 
sold for Zinfandel, Charbono, or whatever 
the buyer wants the most. 
1 well know— 
and many thanks to them— that there are 
quite a number of unselfish men in the 
Htate. who at great expense of mind, laxly 
and purse are doing a great good in exper­ 
imenting.

r.AI) FLAVOR IN MILK. 
Complaint is often made at the disagree­ 
able taste of milk, especially in the autumn, 
when succulent or green feed is given to 
the cows. 
The foods which have the most 
marked effect on the flavor of m ilk are tur­ 
nip- and cabbages, many farmers feeding 
turnips throughout the year. Investigators 
of the subject recommend the use of boiling 
water to eradicate the unpleasant taste. 
W hile the ’adulteration laws may not 
allow its use by dealers, tlie consumer has 
the privilege of watering his own milk. 
To every gallon of new milk a pint of boil­ 
ing water is recommended, and it is said it 
will almost invariably remove any flavor 
caused by any particular food on which the 
cows have fed.— [Exchange.

Cryolite, a mineral which is of great 
value in the potash manufacture, inis been 
discovered in 
the 
Yellowstone 
Park. 
Heretofore it has been obtained only in 
Greenland. 
Until six months ago the navy was ob­ 
liged to depend upon England for all tlie 
gun-cotton used. 
Now the manufactory 
erected at the Torpedo Station, Newport, 
produces all that is required for sea-going 
nien-of-war and torpedoes. 
A meteor which was seen to fall near 
Odessa was found by a peasant, and proved 
to be a shapeless mass of about eighteen 
pounds. 
There is very little known as to 
the causes of meteors, despite the annual 
recurrence and observation of them iu No­ 
vember. 
At a meeting of the Academy of Sci­ 
ences, Stockholm, Professor Lundstrom ex­ 
hibited a fossil scorpion recently found 
near Wisbv, in the Silurian formation of 
Gotland, and remarkable as the most an­ 
cient of an air-breathing land animal at 
present discovered. 
A very complete filling for open cracks 
in floors may be made by thoroughly soak­ 
ing newspapers in paste made of one pound 
of flour, three quarts of water and a table­ 
spoonful of alum, thoroughly ladled and 
mixed. 
Make the final mixture about as 
thick as putty, and it will harden like 
papier maclie. 
The interesting fact has been demon­ 
strated by Arthur Nearle that the Milky 
Way is about two magnitudes brighter 
than the mean brightness of the sky, and a 
square degree of the M ilky Way must 
give between five and six times as much 
light as an average square degree of the 
rest of the sky. 
Mr. Johnston reached a bight of 16,315 
feet on Kilimanjaro, the great mountain 
of Eastern equatorial Africa, and at that 
elevation found stones and snow, and ex­ 
perienced a cold, driving mi«t. 
It appears 
that the cultivated zone extends to an alti­ 
tude of 5,500 feet, and the zone of vegeta­ 
tion to a bight of 15,000. 
From recent researches it appears that 
chlorophyl, the remarkable substance to 
which the vegetable world owes the color 
of its foliage, is made tip of two coloring 
matters, a green and a yellow; the relative 
proportions being 100 of the former to one 
of the latter. 
Both have been lately ob­ 
tained in the crystalline state. 
In bees tlie crop is called the honey-hag. 
Tlie gizzard is found in insects having 
mandibles, and is frequently lined with 
rows of horny teeth, which arc specially 
developed in grasshoppers, crickets ana 
locusts. 
Insects have no true liver, but its 
functions arc performed by little 
cell 
masses on the inside of the stomach.

Section 1. There is hereby granted to B. S., J. 
T. and G. W. Carey, their heirs aud assigns, sub­ 
ject to the provlsiojis o f the statutes governing 
tjje city of Sacramento, the right to construct, 
lav down, repair, m aintain nud operate, for the 
term of fifty yeais trom and alter tlie passage of 
this ordinance, a single or double-track street 
railway or railroad, with nil necessary or con­ 
venient tracks for curves, turuouts, switches, 
side tracks, stations, turn-tables and append­ 
ages, and to propc-l cars thereon bv horse or mule 
jiower, or by wire ropes running under the 
streets mid moved by stationary sterna engines, 
and te collect, receive and retain fare and com ­ 
pensation for the use thereof, in, through, on, 
over or along, aud in, through; on over and 
along the following streets and parts of streets 
in tlie city of Sacramento, that is to say : Com­ 
m encing at the Central Pacific Railroad Pcjiot. 
at the northern end of So ond street in said city, 
running thence along Second to K, thence along 
K to Tenth, thence along Tenth to (), thence 
along o to Twentieth, thence along Twentieth 
to II, thence along H to Tenth, thence along 
Teiitli (1 Gilí) to K; also, fiom the intersection ot 
K and Tenth streits along K to ’tw entieth. 
Section 2. Tin- rate o f fare on such railroad or 
railway must net exceed tbe sum o f five cents 
for a single fare. 
Section 3. The grantees heroin named shall 
pay to the city of Sacramento an annual license 
of five dollars upon each car run and operated 
upon said railroad or railway, which shall en­ 
title tin m to run, m anage and operate their 
railroad or railway every day in the year. 
•Section I. The grantees herein named m ay nt 
an ytim e abandon any part or portion ot the 
franchise hereby grunted, upon filing with the 
Board of Trustees of the city o f Sacramento a 
v, ruten declaration of such abandonment, par­ 
ticularly describing the part or portion intended 
to t>e abandoned. 
Section 5. Tlie rate of speed on said railroad 
or railway must not be greater than eight m iles 
per hour. 
Section 6. Tlie grantees herein named shall pay 
and be assessed for tlie costs of improving the por­ 
tion of the street or st reels embraced bet ween the 
rails o f the track or tracks of their railroad or 
railway; and such assessment shall he a lien 
against the franchise 
and railroad o l said 
grantees from the date of such assessment, and 
may be collected in the same manner as other 
assessments for improving streets are collected; 
and said grantees shall keep said portion of said 
street or streets constantly m repair. 
Section 7. This ordinance shall take effect im­ 
m ediately.

The animal meeting of tiie Sacramento 
Society for Medical Im provement was held 
last Tuesday evening. 
At each meeting o f

T he English Royal Commission, reporting ou 
th e pollution of th e Mersey, as long ago as 1870. 
stated th at " sewage discharged in running 
w ater is not m aterially changed for m any 
hours by oxidation, and there is not a river in 
E ngland long enough to dispose of a m oderate 
am ount of sewage through oxidation." 
Professor Kudo ph Vircho, a G erm an sa n ita­ 
rian, says lie considers the introduction of ftecal 
m atter into w ater courses in all cases o f doubt­ 
ful adm issibility, and the pouring into rivers of 
these and dom estic w aters generally, endanger 
public health. 
He does not believe th a t the 
m ovem ent of w ater destroyed the living organ­ 
ism s in drainage liquid. 
_ 
T he English Commission on pollution o f riv­ 
ers is strongly ojtjxosed to auy w ater used for 
household purposes containing nitrates, nitrites 
or am m onia. 
Professor Eorster thinks th at in cholera e p i­ 
dem ics anv hum an rejections finding tlieir way 
into w ater used by cities for drinking pu r­ 
poses is liable to spread the disease, and objects 
to the use of w ater from any river into w hich 
hum an excrem ents or anim al organism s find 
th eir way. 
Pettenkofer. Koch and innum erable scientists 
hold that w ater for household purposes should 
not be polluted by hum an excrem ents or any 
anim al organism s, and I could quote good a u ­ 
thorities tor a long tim e, but it seem s unneces­ 
sary. 
If the facts are as I claim , som ething 
ought to be done to rem edy th e evil. 
W hat im ­ 
provem ent can be suggested? One is to procure 
our w ater from some, pure m ountain lake or 
lakes. T he Blue Lakes have been favorably 
spoken of, and I believe a proposition from jiar- 
ties is now before the City Trustees.

H ealth is w ealth, 
say our political econom ists; and if m y proposi­ 
tion he correct regarding th e nil h ealth fulness of 
ou r w ater, surely no one w ill consider the ad d i­ 
tional expense excessive, provided it w ill p u r­ 
chase a pure and healthful supply. I venture 
th e assertion th at this am ount is an n u ally paid 
to doctors alone in excess of w hat they would 
otherw ise receive were our w ater free from dis- 
case-breediDg germs. A nd this is b u t a m oiety of 
the unnecessary expense w ith w hich our citizens 
are annually taxed because of our im pure water, 
for if you add to this th e druggists' aud nurses’ 
bills, and tlie num erous other item s incident to 
sickness, such as loss o f tim e and waste o f labor, 
th e am ount will be found to surpass all exjieeta- 
tion, even if you exclude th e greatest expendi­ 
ture o f all, th e unnecessary waste of life. And 
w ho th a t has ever paid a plum ber’s hill but 
knows th a t a large percentage of it was attrib u ­ 
table to the injury done his taueets and pipes by 
th e sand and grit in th e w ater. Instead, th e re ­ 
fore. o f finding fault w ith o ur plum bers for the 
exorbitance of th eir bills, it occurs to m e th at 
our im pure w ater should first come in for its 
proportion o f m alediction. 
Again, w ho th at 
ow ns a buggy or v ehicle o f any kind but has 
annually or biennially realized th a t th e item of 
painting and varnishing w ould be m aterially 
lessened w ere the w ater used for cleansing them 
tree from sand and earthy m aterials. 
It was only this m orning that a gentlem an 
w ho keeps a sm all stable and a few horses aud 
vehicles inform ed m e th a t if the w ater he used 
could be freed from sand, he could dispense 
w ith th e services of one m an, thus saving him 
annually ten tim es th e am ount now jiaid for 
water. Anotlu-r keeping a large stable inform ed 
m e th at ho could likew ise dispense w ith one of 
his m en, and, besides, w ould save SI 000 a n ­ 
nually in w ear and tear. The opinion o f several 
others is also to the sam e efiect. And if you 
consider the esthetic side o f the question! or

Made some rem arks ujxm tiie subject, in which 
tie said th a t the w ater used in .Sacramento tor 
dom estic purposes is in want of certain quali­ 
ties geueraly dem anded for healthful driuking 
water.

-o offensive to the eye are. In m y opinion, the 
least injurious to health, for i eousider them 
lo b e inorganic ill nature, insoluble in w ater 
and in the anim al econom y, and sim ply held 
in suspension. 
I am , how ever, o f ihe opinion 
that at certain tim es of tiie year, particularly in

in the river is at its m inim um , th e w ater holds 
in suspension and solution quantities of organic 
m at it . both vegetable and anim al, th a t render 
it absolutely unlit or dom estic tese. T he source

upon the “ w ater question.” 
H is views, in m y 
opinion, aresoiuid, and it has occurred to m e 
th at we should discuss su h jectso fth isch aracter, 
subjects oi a general or public nature, m ore 
frequently th an we do, end not only discuss 
them , but also give th e results of ou r deliber­ 
ations to the jiress for publication. Especially 
should we do this in connection w ith sanitary 
m atters, for although doctors are proverbially 
¡111 im practicable set of m en and generally in ­ 
com petent to deal w ith business m atters as 
efficiently as those who are educated in such 
affairs in the h ard school of duilv experience, 
yet there are certain departm ents of business 
life so intim ately blended w ith th e physician’s 
vocation regarding w hich his ojuiiions and 
counsel are of far m ore value th an those o f anv 
other class o f m en. 
We should, therefore, be 
ever ready and w illing to express our opinions 
freely upon such subjects, and we should not 
hide them un d er abusliel, as we do to a great 
extent w hen we publish them in m edical jo u r­ 
nals. Such a subject is the one under discus 
sion this evening, and I have been induced to 
offer these prelim inary observations because of 
the fact th a t some of our m em bers objected to 
th e jiublieation o f anything w hich m ight be 
said here this evening in any other tlfiin through 
the usual channels. 
But let us return to the question—ou r w ater 
supply. T here are three things especially es­ 
sential for th e m aintenance o f the health o f a 
co m m u n ity : these are. 
jiure air, pure and 
healthy food and jm re and unadulterated water. 
Given these three, and we know th a t th e health, 
happiness and prosperity o f the people m ust 
alm ost of necessity follow. 
But let our clim ate 
be ever so favorable and our food ever so w hole­ 
som e and abundant, it is certain th at sickness 
an d prem ature death m ust speedily follow if 
our w ater be insuffiecient 111 quanti v or im pure 
in quality. Our supply, as every one knows, 
lias its source ill the adjacent m ountains, and if 
it reached us in its norm al condition w ould be 
unsurpassed in purity and adaptability to our 
requirem ents. 
But w hat is tiie true state of 
ailairs? In ail countries aud in all ages rivers 
and stream s o f w ater are and have been Ihe 
n atu ral sew ers o f a country. 
Legislate as you 
m ay, enact th e most stringent law s possible 
th e m aintenance of our w ater-courses ill a pure 
a n d healthful condition, fence them in if vou 
choose aud plac e w atchm en tijion th e ir banks 
at every m ile of tlieir course and yet tlie am ount 
of filth and liastin-.-s that w ill gain access to 
them w ill !>,e incalculable. 
In our own case, although th a t portion of terri­ 
tory through w hich our w ater flows before it 
reaches us is but sparsely settled, y tt the «m ount 
of tiltli em jitied into ii daily from ihe tim e it 
takes its faint beginnings in the farth er regions 
o f the Sierras un til it reaches our doers, will 
surj>rise any of you if you but endeavor to form 
1111 i-xtim He. 
Add to this tlie various tributaries 
of th e Sacram ento, F eather. Yuba and A m eri­ 
can rivers : consider the num ber of people liv­ 
ing upon and adjacent to these stream s, the cat­ 
tle. horses, hogs, sheep, dogs, cats, and th e Lord 
know s w hat n o t: th e filth deposited from the 
various steam ers and crafts sailing upon the 
navigable jiortion ot the Sacram ento, anil reflect 
ujion the Diet th a t the wn.-te m atter, th a t which 
is cast off as being of no fu rth er use. is all. or 
nearly all, directly or indirectly, em jitied into 
these stream s and carried toourdoors. and there 
pum ped into our hydrants, aud then, w ithout 
th e slightest attem pt at purification, used for 
drinking and all other dom estic purjoses. 
But 
w- are told th at it com es to us so largely diluted 
th a t any deleterious properties it m ay contain 
are reduced to the m inim um . N evertheless, it 
comes to us, and it is im pregnated w ith the 
ch aracter of filth referred to, together w ith an 
occasional corpse am i the carcasses of thou­ 
sands of dead and decom posing anim als, and 
yet we d rin k and use it daily, and w ithout re­ 
flection or jirotest. 
And lias it ever occurred to 
you. Mr. President, th a t several hundred prison­ 
ers, m any o f w hom are tlie offscourings of the 
earth , diseased w ith syphilis and oth er constitu­ 
tional an d com m unicable diseases, are daily 
easting all of th eir iiltii into tlie A m erican river 
about tw enty m iles above the suction pipes 
w hich supply us w ith w ater? A nd believing as 
I do in th e germ theory of disease and know ing 
w ater to be one o f the best carriers of m any of 
th e deleterious germ s, I am convinced tlpit from 
this source alone we are in great danger. 
At irregular intervals for thejm st tw enty years 
or m ore tj phoid fever has suddenly and inex- 
jilleably appeared am ongst us, and each tim e 
claim ed a num ber of victim s. 
As physicians 
and conservators of the public health we en ­ 
deavored upon each occasion to ascertain its 
origin anil cause, and by pretty general consent 
it was attrib u ted to foul and defective sewers 
and sewcr-fiipc-. 
1 for oue believe our sewers 
to b e productive o f m uch sickness and m any 
deaths annually, yet a careful inquiry into the 
m atter lias led to th e conclusion th at th e sew ­ 
ers. like the hum an livers, are 
convenient 
things to biam e, w hereas th e real cause, the 
fons et origo innli, is :om elhing entirely differ* 
ent. in the instances referred to 1 feel m orally 
eeriaiu th at our sew e's had but little to do w ith 
causing our fevers, and th at the real cause 
should be ascribed to our drinking water. 
W hether or riot typhoid fever can ever he 
originated de novo, and result from the com bi­ 
nation o f such filth as 1 have alluded to, to 
w hich inu^t be added the accum ulated fiitli 
and refuse stored uji in tens of thousands of 
acres of tule lands an d expos: d to an alm ost 
torrid tem perature for several m onths o f the 
year. I shall not attem pt to discuss to-night; 
but a s id e from th is reasonably probable source 
or cause, w ho can say th a t a single case of 
typhoid fever occurring at M arysville, a t Fol­ 
so m , at Colusa, at K nights L anding, or a t some 
other jHjint accessible to any of th e rivers or 
stream s above 11-, w as not the real cause of the 
i prevalence o f the disense in our m idst on one 


There are those w ho m ay ridicule this aspect o f 
the question, b u t it is an im portant factor in the 
problem , and oue deserving serious considera­ 
tion. T he truth is, Mr. P resident, th a t we have 
so long been accustom ed to regard our w ater as 
being pure and healthful, because it com es from 
th e eternal snows of th e m ountains w ithin sight 
o f our doors, th a t we never take into considera­ 
tion the im purities it contains, or the dang-T to 
th e health of those w ho use it. 
I had intended referring briefly to th e benefits 
th a t would of necessity follow tlie introduction 
of u purer and clearer supply, but have already 
occupied too m uch o f your tim e. 
But aside 
from this, I believe th a t self-preservation de­ 
m ands th at a radical change should be m ade, 
and 1 am glad th a t th e alarm -bell has been 
sounded, and trust it w ill continue to ring in 
th e ears of our citv fathers until they will fully 
appreciate its m eaning, an d give us an abundant 
supply of pure and clear water.

M uch tim e w as spent 
lo them in m aking a house-to-house inspection, 
yet no adequate cause could be assigned for so 
general an epidem ic. 
All sources from w hich 
the disease could possibly take its origin were 
carefully exam ined, but w ithout satisfactory re­ 
sults. 
At tbi- juncture, a gentlem an w h o ’had 
been observing th e efforts of th e com m ission 
ventured to suggest th at he thought he could en­ 
lighten them us to th e cause o f the epidem ic. 
"W e havi ."said lie, “tyjihoid fever ill th at house, 
and iu th at one. and in this other,” pointing to 
each of several houses in w hich one or more 
caS' - were known to exist. 
“ In that one across 
the street, in m y house, adjoining, iu this one 
and in th at other, ” |»uinting a> heiore to several 
residences in th e vicinity o f those already 
singled out, am i evidently under sim ilar hy ­ 
gienic influences, “ there is no typhoid fever.” 
" DilVereiit m ilkm en," said be, “supply the two 
sets of houses, and I am confident if you blit 
profit judiciously by this inform ation you will 
readily ascertain the cause of this epidem ic.” 
The dairy from w hich the m ilk was supjilied to 
the sick fam ilies wn- soon reached, and was 
lound to be a model o f neatness and cleanli­ 
ness ; th e u a te r w hich supplied it was clear us 
crystal and very jailatable. but, by th e m erest 
accident, it was decided to exam ine it carefully 
a s far as its source, ill the h ills several m iles d is­ 
tant. T hroughout its w hole length the stream 
m aintained its clear and lim pid apjiearance, but 
near its source a defective privy, whose liquid 
contents could very readily gam access to the 
stream , was observed upon th e hillside. 
tj»on 
inquiry a* to w hether or not th e fam ily using 
tills privy bad recently had typhoid lever, a 
negative reply was at first received, but, upon 
reflection, ifie.v recollected th at a lew m onths 
previously a young lady from Birm ingham had 
visite»! them , and was taken ill of th at disease 
and died from it- effects. The problem was 
solved, and there wa.- nothing m ysterious 
about it am longer. T he w ater supj.lv was, of 
course changed uutil th e defective privv had 
been rem oved and all its em anations obliter­ 
ated. and not n new case of t.p h o ld fever 
occurred during that season. Gould a m ore 
diree! relation !>et w een cause and effect be m ore 
clearly dem onstrated, or does any one doubt 
that the germ s o f th e disease in this instance 
were conveyed in the m anner stated by m eans 
of the w ater to the dairy, w here all the pans 
w ere cleansed w ith it and tlie m ilk diluted with 
it before being brought to the citv for sale? Aud 
m any o th er sim ilar cases Could be cited w ere it 
necessary or d id tim e perm it. Thev are of fre­ 
quent occurrence. 
Iu view, therefore, o f all these facts it Is not 
probable ai least th a t we. who drink of the Sac­ 
ram ento river w ater and use uo other for any 
Plumose, are in constant danger. 
I have no 
doubt o f it, Mr President, and I am unquali­ 
fiedly of the opinion that, from a sanitary j*olnt 
of view , we should abandon ou r present supply 
and obtain th a t w hich is pure and clear as soon 
as possible. 
But there Is an coonorair side to th e question, 
and we are told th a t it w ill cost about 825,000 
annually in excess of our present exjienditure. 
W hile I doubt the correctness of th is statem ent, 
let it be granted th at th is is a fair estim ate of 
the additional cost to our citizens for an equally 
abundant supply offp u re an d clear, iustead of 
th a t w hich u now supplied of iifthy disease
